The boats had big loads. When the

cases to Milwaukee. 


An even larger shipment is expected 
this evening.

Did you ever see an elephant spanked? 
Scarcely, for they don*t do such things 
in this country, but they do in India. 
Captain Martin of the British army 
stationed at Campbellpore, vouches for 
this story: Elephant Abdul (No. 15) 
was on trial for killing his keeper, Syce 
Ramboucles, by picking him up by the 
legs and crushing his skull against 
tree. 


The president of the court martial was 
Major Cameron of the Thirty-fourth 
Hagras native infantry. He read the 
charge, and then witnesses proved that 
Abdul was guilty as charged. The pres 
ident then sentenced the culprit to 60 
lashes and to two years* imprisonment. 


Two elephants led Abdul to an open 
space, and in the presence of the whole 
battery the punishment began. The cul­ 
prit trumpeted in fear and made an un­ 
earthly noise. 


There were 14 elephants on one side 
and the officers and men of the battery 
on the other three. In the center of this 
hollow square stood Lalla (No. 1), the 
flogger, and the prisoner. The latter 
was chained by the four legs to as many 
heavy iron pegs and could not move. 


Fastened to Lalla’s trunk was an im­ 
mense cable chain. Whei^ all was ready 
the major gave the word, and down 
came the chain with a resounding 
whack. Abdul roared for all he was 
worth. Fifty times was the operation 
repeated, and then Abdul was taken 
a compound, where he remained a pris 
oner for two years.—New York Journal

When waited on by the local 
committee of arrangements a day or 
two ago for permission for the president 
and party to enter Biltmore House he 
objected strongly to receiving any mem­ 
bers of the party other than the presi­ 
dent and his cabii^et and the ladles with 
them. He even refused permission to 
Manager McKisslck.of the Battery Park 
hotel, In charge of the party here, and 
in the course of conversation had with 
two members of the committee said: 
“Mr. Vanderbilt spits on newspaper 
notoriety and so do I."

After this there was nothing for the 
local committee to do but withdraw^. So 
the matter rested till yesterday whea 
the president arrived and J. Addison 
Porter, his secretary, was told of the 
incident. 
He must have informed the 
president, for later Harding was called 
up on the telephone by Porter 
and 
asked K It were true that newspaper 
men would not be admitted to the man­ 
sion. Porter was told, that it was. and 
he then informed Harding that the pres­ 
ident considered that the newspaper 
men were hit invited guests on the trip, 
and that they were as much a con­ 
tingent of the party as members of the 
cabinet. 
Furthermore. Porter notified 
Harding that the president had author­ 
ised him to say that if the newspaper 
men were barred from the mansion he 
would not step his foot inside the es­ 
tate.

This brought things to a crisis and 
Harding capitulated with the best grace 
possible and the newspaper men were 
admitted to the mansion on the same 
footing as the president and his cab­ 
inet. 
Before going to Biltmore, Rep­ 
resentative Pearson persuaded McKin­ 
ley to attend a meeting at the Young 
Men’s Institute hall (the gift of G. W. 
Vanderbilt) of colored people. The hall 
was fllled to its utmost capacity with 
colored pebple, comprising the laboring 
classes as well as local colored poli­ 
ticians and their wives and children.

With R«presentaklva Pearson on one 
side for ten minutes he shock hands at 
a rapid rate with all who were present­ 
ed to him.

At Biltmore 
the luxuries of the library were lingered 
over with especial delight.

New York, June 15.—-The United States 
government Immigrant station on Ellis 
island, In New York harbor, was de­ 
stroyed by fli^ this morning, but with 
probably no lofts of life. The fire was first 
seen at 12:38 a. m. by the lookout from 
the harbor police station. He llrst no­ 
ticed a flame alxiut as large as a man's 
hand coming out of the window on the 
second floor toward the eastern end. Tlie 
fire spread rapidly. At 1:05 a. m. the 
eaves along the entire roof began to fall, 
setting fire to the wooden piers and 
docks on tlther side. At 1:12 a. m. ths 
whole was a mass of flames illuminating 
the entire inner harbor and the lower 
part of New York. As quickly as possi­ 
ble two sections of police, twenty men, 
and the police patrol launches were sent 
to the island. 


Two Plre*1loati* !9enfc to the Scene. 


An alarm was Immediately sent to the 
lower precinct police stations of the city 
and twenty-five men were ordered to 
the scene. The flre boat New Yorker 
was soon under headway with firemen, 
policemen and others. 
The fire boat 
Zephar Mills was sent to the island ais 
quickly as she could be made ready. 
The end of the building In which the 
fire started was.used for sleeping, cook­ 
ing and eating by the immigrants. The 
detention pen, in which there are al­ 
ways a considerable number of immi­ 
grants being held for investigation, was 
soon consumed. 
Besides the buildings 
mentioned there are a hospital, the of­ 
fices of the commissioners, a laundry, a 
disinfecting department, and great cis­ 
terns in which are stored large quanti­ 
ties of rainwater gathered from the roofs 
of the buildings. The physicians and 
minor ofTlclals live in the smaller build­ 
ings. 


ImmlgniftM Gotten Away Itefely. 


Two hundred immigrantr» were safely 
transferred from the island to the barge 
ofTlce at the Battery, leaving no one on 
the island except the firemen and a few 
attendants. The feri*yboat John a. Car­

The third floor was a 
gallery from which the crowds below 
could be inspected v'ithout eoming in 
contact with the inspectors. 
The whole 
plant cost the government 1780,000. The 
most valuable property lost was, how- 
i>ver, me records, relating to the passage 
of Imlgrants into the United States since 
the beginning of the government.
